1 have had. during the 
last two years, 10 look into the* death 
dutfes pretty closely, nnd i nnd that 
out of 421 x 000 adults that die in the 
course of a year bve-sixths own no 
property which it it worth anyone’s 
while securing a government eerti- 
ilcate for—a few articles of cheap 
clothing and perhaps a little furni¬ 
ture* which would hardly pay the rent 
if it were sold by a broker's ruan.

ity? Krerybody knows that that is 
not the case. U t« facts such as 
these that account for'rthe murmur- 
togs in the heart bf Britain which 
betoken presence-of aotne urganie dis¬ 
ease in her system.

A few we'^ks ago a anmber of sew^ 
era on the north aide, constructed by 
a contractor named Nakielski, were 
nol.i accepted by the board of public 
work.^. because day was nsed in the 
mortar.

Notice the deep cre\ice* caused by 


the washing away of the mortar. 
XI any of the bricks could be removed 
with the fingers or a man from the 
inside coukl move the entire wall out¬ 
ward. 

The spcciucations for this clast of 
work call for Portland cement mortar 
and the brickwork to be covered with 
a substantial coatinu of this mortar 


Company iiv 1907 was $725; the average in 
1900 was $739. 

The United States Census Bureau sta¬ 
tistics show an Increase in the year 1907, as 
cc.npared with the year 1902, of 3A per cent in 
the cost cf fuel, a very imponant item in the 
operation of street railways. 

All materials used in street railway con¬ 
struction have increased greatly and some 
have nearly doubled in cost. The percentages 
of increase of some of the most important 
items in the period from 1902 to 1907 were 
as follows: 

Material Increase 

Ties. .72 per cent 

Bridge Timber.80 per cent 

Steel Rails.17 per cent 

In addition to the items mentioned, the 
Companies must meet greatly increased costs 
for damages and legal expenses, for mainten¬ 
ance caused by the use of larger and heavier 
cars, and for increased power consumption 
necessary for the operation of the larger and 
heavier cars. 

The power consumption per car mile of 
the electric railways of the United States in¬ 
creased 48 per cent from 1902 to 1907.

In the last ten years the rate of fare has 
been cut down several times.

All this time, the cost ot every important 
item that figures in the Company's expense 
has been increasing. 

Very few of the street railways of the 
country have so low a fare as the Milwaukee 
Company.

Over 50 per cent of the total expense of 
operating the Milwaukee street railway system 
is for labor.
